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EXAMINER^S AMENDMENT 



To clearly distinguish applicant's wind deflection strip from a possible combination of 
Egner- Walter with Lumsden, the point of contact of the free ends of the diverging legs with the 
upper band surface of the support element has been set forth as being laterally spaced from the 
rubber elastic wiper strip. Such finds clear support in figure 2. Such limitation, in combination with 
the other structural relationships already set forth in claim 21, appears to define the wiper blade over 
the prior art. Claim 28 has been cancelled as such appears redundant as the legs are already set forth 
as with the support element. In claim 41, the deflective strip has been set forth as in contact with 
the end cap and device piece to clarify the relationship of end cap, deflective strip and device piece. 
In claim 47, the wind deflector strip has been set forth as being of a greater hardness than the wiper 
strip to steer clear of wiper blades such as Lumsden or Egner- Walter having a deflector strip and 
wiper strip of a common material that has a Shore A hardness that lies in both ranges set forth.
